Manv of the church officials, since 
Kolicrt's election, are eveeediugly de- 
fiant . and raise the insulting ques- 
tion: What are the |*aople of the 
I nit. si Stales go, i g to do about it? 
Here is the way one of the apostles 
speaks on the subject: "Now I would 
like to know what the Congress of 
the United States, and all the rest of 
the people of the I luted States, are 
going to do aland it? Why. if we 
wauled to pasa a law right here iu 
out State, making |Hjlvgatny and |h, 
lygamist marriages publicly lawful 
from this day on. and forever more 
iu the State, neither Cougress. uor 
the Senate, uor the President, uor all 
the committees of clergymen and wo 
men iu America could do anything 
Mb it " This is a fair sample of 
tha general opinion of the church offi- 
cials, although they are not all so 
frank iu its expression. It should be 
Isjrne iu mind, however, that the non- 
Mo, mons of I tab want Mr. KoImtIs 
unseated, not Inx'ause he is a Mor 
mou, but because he is u law break 
ing polygamist, and If. falae to the 
Mormon ooveuaut with the American
